Washington, 
July 6.—A 
detailed 


statement of the work of the house of 
representatives during the first ses- 
sion of the fifty-ninth congress just 
closed was given out by WJnthrop C. 
Jones, tally clerk, and shows that there 
were 4,501 bills passed by the house 
and 362 l«ft undisposed of. The "sills'* 
i* inclusive of bills simple, joint and 
concurrent resolutions. The total num- 
ber of laws enacted by this congress 
is given officially as 3,989, while the 
fifty-eighth congress in both its first 
and second sessions enacted a total 
of 2,160 laws. These are exclusive of 
public and private resolutions.

the Egyptian Situation. 


London, July 6. — In the course of 


the constdai-dtion of the foreign esti- 
mates by the house of commons sev- 
eral members offeii-J criticisms es;>e- 
cally urgini; that a fleet be not sent 
to Cronstudt. 


John Diilion, Nationalist, stiongly 


denounced what he termed the brutal 
barbaiism of Hoggings and executions 
in Egypt, accusing Sir Edward Grey, 
the foreign secietary, o£ a desiie to 
cloak the affair 


bir Ed w aid, 
in a general reply, 


stated that all foieign relations were 
friendly. 
With regard to the Egyp- 


tian affair, ho aucopted full responsi- 
bility 
and pointed out that 
danger 


might accrue when dealing with east- 
ern 
peoples through discussions of 


this kind. The secietary proceeded to 
refer to the great growth of fanatical 
feeling in Egypt and throughout north 
Africa recently, which might necessi- 
tate even further measures to protect 
Europeans in Egypt, and speaking in 
a solemn manner, said: 


"As things are now, I say deliber- 


ately and with a full sense of respon- 
sibility, that if parliament does any- 
thing at this moment to weaken or 
destroy the authority of the Egyptian 
goveinment. you will come face to face 
with a very serious 
situation; for 


should fanaticism got the better of 
constituted authority there might arise 
the necessity for extreme measures." 


Dealing with the Congo question, 


the foreign 
seciPtary said 
he dis- 


trusted the proposed reforms because 
the system was wrong. 
He disliked 


trading companies and believed the 
root of the whole mischief was in the 
system under which the state itself 
was a trading company. 
If other 


powers would join Great Britain in in- 
sisting on reforms the government will 
welcome them. 
If the Congo state 


talked of its rights, Sir Edward said, 
Great Britain also had rights. 
The 


question of the reservation of enor- 
mous areas for private property must 
be dealt wirt, and if any dispute arose 
there was The Hague tribunal.
